amendment exempting railroad bonds 
from taxation, on tne ground that It 
might Invalidate the entire bill 
as 


being class legislation, tho present 
law taxing lionris of every other des- 
cription, and the assembly having re- 
fused to concur In the senate 
abol- 


ishing taxation of credits. 
Unless 
there Is a change of front by 
'the 


senate members, which Is not deemed 
probable, they will not recede from 
their amendment; the assembly mem- 
bers cannot consistently recede from 
their position, there being no middle 
ground on which a compromise could 
he reached on the bond proposition, 
and It now looks very much as If the 
ad valorem bin -would meet the same 
fate as did its political companion 
anil co-partner, the primary election 
bill.

For an hour or more the 
sheriff stood on the front steps of his 
residence and admonished the threat- 
ening crowd to be careful and quiet 
and not commit an act that would for- 
ever shame Fremont In the eyes of 
the world.

Jury—Law Recently Passed by the Legis- 


lature Affects Selection of the Jury 


by the County Board. 


Janosvlllo will have no grand jury 


Investigation. Tho legislature passed 
a bill some weeks ago known as Sen- 
ate bill 07 which provided that all 
persons who shall Hereafter servo on 
grand Juries shall bo selected by the 
Jury commissioners who shall make 
up tho list of tho petit Jurors and pro- 
viding that such lists shall bo tiled 
on or before tho last .Monday in Nov- 
ember of each year and that such list 
shall be the grand jurors .or me en- 
suing year. 
This law was signed by 


the governor and printed April 21 go- 
Ing Into effect at once. 


Jury Discharged 


Acting upon this law Judge Dun- 


wlddle this afternoon discharged the 
Jury when cane-. 


This was the first time In 10 years 


Hock county Irregularities wore to bo 
brought to the attention of a grand 
Jury. 
In 18'JH. when U. S. District 


Attorney Wheeler was district'attor- 
ney a grand jury Investigated the Ash- 
ton and Finch murders. Since that 
time there has boon no grand Jury In 
this county until this 
year. 
when 


Judge Dunwiddie Issued a call for tho 
empaneling of such a body. 


Two months ago. on .uarrli 12, the 


men who had been drawn to serve on 
tho Jury met In the circuit court'clmm- 
bers. 
Of the seventeen men. seven 


were excused. 
At tho request of 


District Attorney W. 
A. 
Jackson 


Judge Dunwiddie dismissed the jury 
to moot today. 
The ten men who 


were fixed upon at that time arc Her- 
man Kellogg of I,a Prairie, Charles 
Porter of Turtle, P. D. Wendell of 
Rock. J. E. Coleman of Evansvllle. 
T. D. Earle of Porter. Mllo Curtis of 
lanesvllle, John Jones of Holoit, G. 
N. Goldsmith of Rock, T. .1. Nelson of 
Clinton, and H. C. Taylor of Spring 
Valley.

Jackson's Opinion 
"A grand Jury contains not less 


than fifteen nor more than seventeen 
Jurors. 
Heretofore the list of grand 


jurors has been mane up by tho conn-'ent year 
It was an oversight, unln- 


ty board. 
From a list so prepared tentlonal In every way 


the grand Jury was drawn and mado 
returnable on March 12th, at which 
time It was called and seven having 
legal excuses, were excused and a 
special venire ordering the sheriff to 
summon additional jurors to take the 
place of those excused, was Issued! 
At the request of the attorneys for 
the Municipal league, an adjournment 
was then taken until today. 


The New Law 
"On April 21st a law was published 


providing that all persons hereafter to 
servo as grand jurors shall bo se- 
lected by the Jury commissioners, who 
make up the list of petit Jurors, and 
providing further that such lists shall 
be filed on or before the last Monday 
In November and that such list shall 
be the grand jurors for the ensuing 
year. Inasmuch as these Jurors had 
not begun to serve this law would ap- 
ply to them. 


"This law prevents any one not se- 


lected by tho Jury 
commissioners 


from serving as a grand Juror as by 
Its terms It takos effect from and 
after Its paHsaKO an- publication. 


"Witnesses have been subpoenaed 


to Investigate t\\o various matters 
coming before the grand Jury, and 
wo wore ready to proceed If 
the 


court hold It proper to do so. Such 
matters may still be taken up In tho 
usual method by complaints before 
magistrates. As originally drawn this 
law only applied to Milwaukee county 
but the present act was offered ns a 
substitute and was passed." 


Senator Whltehead's Views 


Senator Whltehead stated to a Ga- 


zette reporter that the grand Jury 
bill was originally Introduced 
hy 


Senator Roehr as a Milwaukee meas- 
ure. 
There wore other senators who 


had some legislation on tho subject 
that they desired to put through; so 
tho hill was referro;! to a special com- 
mittee to draft a substitute. 
The 


substitute was drawn, approved of by 
the committee, reported, and passed. 
It became a law on tho twonty-ttrst 
of April. 
It is a good bill. 
Tho 


only mistake mado by the legislature 
was that the tlmo of Its going Into 
effect was not deferred until after the 
time when the Jury rould be drawn In 
November 
Tho old law should have 


stood .till then so that a grand Jury 
! might be Impaneled during the pros'

Paris, May 11.—One of the most 


daring experiments In naval annals 
In times of peace will be carried out 
at Brest within the next few months 
This.Is nothing less than tho firing 
of a shell against the turret of the 
now warship Suftern, chosen as 
target. 
The shell will be.flred from 


a 205 mllllmoter( 12-Inch) gun of the 
Massena. at 400 metres .(1,312 feet). 
The shell, of course. Is not explos- 
ive, the experiment being merely to 
study the result of such an Impact on 
tho vessel struck.

Jackson, Tenn., 'May 11.—As a re 


suit of the strike on the Mobile &. 
Ohio railroad In this city one man was 
killed, two trains wrecked, and busi- 
ness Is badly tied up. There are In- 
dications that the situation will bo- 
come more serious and further trou- 
ble Is feared. 


Ciller of Police T. C. Gaston and his 


force were called to the Union depot 
by tho ofllclalH of the road on account 
of a wreck having occurred there, al- 
leged to bo the work of the strikers. 
A fish plate had boon laid between the 
rails of a switch and a monster engine 
was ditched. Tho cngfiio was placed 
again on the rails and returned to the 
shops, and when It returned to carry 
the train north the switch was thrown 
and another delay was occasioned. 


Kill an Engineer. 


Will Ynrliorn, a young man, was 


shot and killed on the tender of his 
engine. Yarboro boarded the train at 
Bethel Springs, south of here, made a 
trip to Okolona, Miss., as a brakeman, 
and returned to Jackson. The train 
on which ho was killed was the samo 
as that manned by Capt. Prlnglo,_ a 
bridge foreman, and his crew of ne- 
gro hands. South of Jackson tho ne- 
groes were run off tho train and at 
Bethel Yarboro joined Prlngle's train. 


Tho strikers say that they know 


nothing of the identity of the man 
or men who did tho shooting and de- 
precate the act. 


To Call for Troops. 


At the request of the strikers the 


Mobile & Ohio Railroad company has 
prepared a writ, which will be flled hi 
tho Federal court, asking that the 
state militia bo ordered to Jackson at 
onco to protect tho rights and prop- 
erty of the company. 


Tho report that the engineers and 


firemen would join the strikers is said 
to be unfounded.

Tho apprehension of serious money 


stringency In the fall felt by bankers 
in all parts of tho country-Is shared 
by many Washington officials, 
who 


believe that early legislation along tho 
general lines of the Aldrlch bill or 
the promise of early legislation would 
avert, financial disaster or at least 
mitigate It. Tho fact that this 
ap- 


prehension of stringency is 
keenly 


felt Is sold by treasury officials to bo 
found In the preparation which bank- 
ers ore already making to meet It. On 
this account It Is now thought that 
Its result, If it cornea, will not be far- 
reaching. 


Adds to Securities. 


Tho present Intention Is to Include 


In this new bill provisions for the de- 
posit of nil government receipts In 
national banks and adding to tho list 
of securities to bo accepted, state, 
country and city bonds, and In addi- 
tion a provision that the government 
shall have a Hen or, the current assets 
of such banks rs additional security. 
Thus the Secretary of tho Treasury 
could. In case of failure to realize tho 
full amount on the securities, havu 
the first call on the assets of a bank 
for the balance of Its debt to tho gov- 
ernment.

HUNDREDS OF HOUSES BURN 


Fifteen Million Feet of Lumber Is De- 


stroyed—Every 
Dwelling 
In 
the 


Suburb of 
Rochestervllle 
Is 
De- 


voured by the Flames. 


Ottawa. Onl.. 
May 
11.—Fire, be- 


. lleved to have boon started by n.re- 
cently released convict who lind been 
imprisoned for arson, swept over an 
area a mile long by a quarter of a 
mile wide here. 


Several hundred houses and mil- 


lions of feet of lumber were burned, 
and the llanics were not checked un- 
til they had burned almost everything 
inllammablc In reach. 


The loss to dwellings, distributed 


among nearly GOO families. Is about 
$300,000, and the loss to lumber (Inns 
Is about the same amount, malting a 
total of $000.000. 
All carried Insur- 


ance to nearly the full amount ot 
losses. 


Water Mains Are Dry. 


The lesson of the big Mull flro here 


tn 1900 seems to have been lost upon 
the authorities, because for more than 
one hour the flre brigade stood by un- 
able to work while (" ? water mains 
•were being made available. 


The section burned over Is almost 


identical with that swept In 1900 and 
on this occasion the fire started from 
the opposite direction. 


The lire originated within a stone's 


throw of where the Hull 
fire was 


checked. The fire was confined to the 
following area: 


The Ottawa and I'arry Sound Uall 


way on the south. Division street on 
the cast. First avenue on the west, 
and the Richmond road on the north. 
From the Parry Sound road to tho 
Richmond road Is about one mile, and 
from First avenue to Division street 
Is about one-quarter of n mile. 


Every House Burns. 


"When the brigade arrived at the 


scene It was found that the water 
main had been damaged and no water 
could be obtained. 
When the brigade 


did get water the flro was utterly be- 
yond Its control. 


From the lumber yards where they 


started the (lames spread to a group 
of frame houses an the outskirts of 
the city, formerly known as Koches- 
torvlllo. hut which Is now united to 
the city. Every house In the little set- 
tlement was destroyed. 


After leaving tho lumber piles the 


flames swept over Pino street, which 
runs cast and west, down Willow, 
Poplar, Anderson. KcUles, Somerset, 
Spmce. Elm. Maple. Albert and on to 
the Richmond road. or. properly speak- 
ing. Wellington street, where It was 
stopped a short distance from the 
Canadian Pariflo Hallway depot. 


Do Not Need Aid. 


There Is a large cliff which extends 


from the Ottawa river Into the corner 
of Margaret and Preston streets. The 
fire area was on the Hats below the 
cliff. At two or three i>olnts It came 
near getting over the cliff, and had 
It done so nothing would have saved 
the city. 


Fifteen million feet of lumber was 


destroyed. 
It belonged chiefly to J. 


R. Booth, and was sold. The build- 
ings burned were principally dwell- 
ing houses and stores. They were all 
built since the last great lire, and 
were either brick or brick veneered, 
•s the city would not permit of any 
other kind being erected. 


The mayor said the city would op- 


pose any aid being asked from outside 
Canada and personally he thought that 
the city should grapple with the situa- 
tion without any appeal for outside 
help.
